audio-visual aids has found secure 
place Catholic education. wonder, 
however, Catholic educators, are 
not missing the point regard the 
movies, that seem devoting our 
attention exclusively the instructional 
the neglect the entertainment 
film, when the latter doubt more in- 
fluential shaping the attitudes and ideals 
people. With the end formal school- 
ing, the instructional film, for the most 
part, ceases factor the lives 
people; but the entertainment film with 
them the rest their lives. 


Study the Films 

the entertainment film mean one 
produced Hollywood elsewhere for 
showing ordinary movie theaters, and 
now TV, and intended for general 
patronage. The instructional film, the 
contrary, made for showing the class- 
room, restricted audiences, where the 
primary purpose instruction, not enter- 
tainment. propose the serious study 
the entertainment film the end that our 
Catholic people will not misled the 
materialism and secularism often portrayed 
such films, and that they will able 
appreciate the better things offered the 
movies. 

Bear mind that the mere showing 
entertainment film, which often done 
Catholic schools, not the film. 
month has department devoted audio- 
visual aids. study this feature over 
the past several years shows that the only 
films considered were those intended for

classroom use. true that few the 
films listed may considered entertain- 
ment films, yet they were 
specifically Catholic audiences. They were 
not the type films intended for showing 
regular movie houses. 


Neglected Field 


Catalogs nine our largest Catholic 
universities maintaining departments 
audio-visual aids were examined. descrip- 
tion the courses offered supplied 
clear-cut evidence that any attention was 
paid the entertainment film. The courses 
seemed pretty much the same 
those offered any secular university. 

The recently organized Catholic Audio- 
Visual-Educators has held only one national 
meeting far. This was held Chicago, 
August 1952. Judging the program 
for the convention and the report some 
the talks, given the September 
issue The Catholic Educator, this group 
apparently intends limit itself the 
instructional film, along with other audio- 
visual aids. 

Finally the Catholic Periodical Index 
was consulted see whether any articles 
had appeared Catholic educational peri- 
odicals recent years dealing with en- 
tertainment films the light Catholic 
theology and philosophy. The only article 
could find was one entitled 
and Motion Pictures” Anatole Lindsay, 
which appeared the May, 1950, issue 
the ScHOOL JouRNAL. true 
that the subject might have been discussed 
articles whose titles were not indicative 
the whole contents the articles. 
some cases where slight clue was given 
the title the article that the subject 
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might discussed read the entire article. 
few cases there was passing reference 
the influence the entertainment film, 
but extended treatment. 

quite possible that some our 
Catholic colleges and universities deal with 
the motion picture its moral and phil- 
osophical aspects some courses other 
than those devoted audio-visual aids. 
Loyola University Los Angeles offers 
curriculum the communication arts, the 
objectives which “are cultivate 
thorough understanding and appreciation 
these media communication, i.e., in- 
fluence the religious, social, political, 
and economic life the 

Perhaps the fact that Loyola Los 
Angeles close the center the 
movie capital the world explains the 
presence such curriculum, which, after 
all, specialized program and reaches 
only limited number students. Judging 
the program already announced, the 
same might said the courses offered 
the department communication arts 
the University Detroit. Apparently 
our colleges and secondary schools not 
consider study the entertainment movie 
part general education. Nor the 
audio-visual aids people consider 
coming within their scope. The anomaly 
the situation that while the bishops 
the country consider the entertainment 
film important enough justify the Legion 
Decency, our Catholic educators not 
consider important enough treated 
class.

Influence Movies 


Dr. Urban Fleege his volume, 
Revelation the Adolescent Boy, says 
that 47.6 per cent the boys studied 
realized and admitted they have been in- 
fluenced the movies.* That many 
boys recognized the effects the movies 
upon themselves significant view 
the statement Dr. Fleege: 

considering replies these questions 
may well remember that the in- 
fluence the movies quite subtle and 
very often the unconscious level, with 
the movie-goer quite frequently not realiz- 
ing the extent which being in- 
fluenced. Perhaps the more common in- 
fluence the type that consists the 
implantation ideas, ideals, and attitudes; 
but this does not make the influence 
whit less real, for ideas, ideals, and atti- 
tudes are directives the type conduct 
that may 

Not only children and adolescents are 
influenced movies, but adults well. 
Several years ago, reported that 
1934 Clark Gable, the movie, Hap- 
pened One Night, removed his shirt and 
revealed that wore undershirt. The 
sale men’s underwear dropped per 
cent single year. Another item 
Time® reported the claim that the con- 
sumption tea the United States was 
increased million pounds year 
getting tea scenes into movies two 
years. While such reports may not 
based scientifically conducted studies, 
there probably enough factual basis 
show that movies influence the conduct 
people. 

The widespread use made the movies 
Hitler his rise power and its con- 
tinued use the Communists Russia

evidence the fact that motion pictures 
influence the attitudes, ideals, and even- 
tually the conduct adults. While may 
not possible prove scientifically,

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olic people are more influenced the 
movies than the teachings the Church 
such problems dress, social attitude, 
and even divorce. 

Pope Pius XII, well aware the in- 
fluence the movies, speaking group 
members the Hollywood Motion Pic- 
ture Executive Committee 1945 said, 
“One wonders times the leaders 
the motion picture industry fully appreciate 
the vast power they wield social life, 
whether the family the larger civic 
group. Eyes and ears are like broad avenues 
that lead directly the soul man, and 
they are opened wide, often without chal- 
lenge, those who see your 
And true, is, that bad con- 
versation corrupts morals, how much more 
effective are they corrupted bad con- 
versation when accompanied conduct, 
vividly depicted, which flouts the love 
God and civilized 

There can doubt that people are 
influenced the type movies they see 
and hear. Many these movies reflect 
philosophy life which, not totally 
least partially conflict with the Chris- 
tian way life. Can Catholic edu- 
cators ignore the entertainment film our 
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high schools and colleges? Can assume 
that our people are well grounded 
their religion, they will automatically, 
without any specific training experience 
detect such propaganda and fortify them. 
selves against such influence? 

convinced that the answer both 
questions negative. While possible 
for some the more intelligent people 
take critical attitude toward movies 
out special training, the greater majority 
will not except for some flagrant 
violation the moral code. The more 
subtle process undermining their moral 
standards apt undetected and hence 
gradually accepted. Hence, the need for 
some specific training how see and 
evaluate movies from the philosophical and 
moral point view. other words they 
must taught react rationally and not 
merely emotionally the movies they see. 
cannot expect them see only Catholic 
movies. But can teach them see all 
movies Catholics. should this 
especially our high schools, which for 
most our people the terminus their 
formal education. 


Program Described 

should like describe program 
have carried out limited scale the 
Archdiocese Cincinnati, attempt 
attain this objective. has been 
existence long enough acquaint with 
some the problems involved. has not 
been effect long enough considered 
well-worked-out program. description 
what has been done date given 
the hope may interest other 
schools and spur them try something 
similar. 

The program was started six years ago 
our diocesan teachers college, the Teach- 
ers College the Athenaeum Ohio. This 
small school has enrollment less than 
100 full-time students. The majority 
students are Sisters. have also some 
laywomen, Brothers, and few laymen. 
Each Tuesday one class period set aside 
for assembly program. Once month 
the assembly period plus the next class 
period used show movie. The films 
are obtained from regular commercial 
houses handling 16mm. films. For the first 
several years the discussion was held during 
the next class period the Sister charge 
the program. The main objective the 
discussion was consider the ideology and 
moral implications the movie, detect 
propaganda, consider what effect such 
film would have the attitudes and ideals 
the viewers the light Christian 
ciples. only natural that the 
the discussion other items would come 


— 
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acting, the photography, the directing, and 


the story itself. 

the beginning there was some mis- 
concerning the object the 
program, even though repeated explana- 
tions were made. One Community would 
not allow its Sisters take part since 
was under the impression that the purpose 
was merely that entertainment. When 
the true nature the program was ex- 
plained directly the Community au- 
thorities the Sisters were allowed attend. 

Another difficulty was the failure set 
aside time for discussion which would 
reach all the students. The teacher 
charge the program could reach ma- 
jority the students, since she had them 
her classes. The other students did not 
have chance take part the discus- 
sion. The discussion period 
quently changed the assembly period 
the following week. This gave all the stu- 
dents chance present. Beginning 
last year two the priests took over the 
discussion and prepared discussion out- 
line, which was mimeographed and kept for 
later use and for other schools that might 
want take the program. 

the end the past year the students 
were asked give their reaction the 
program. names were signed. 
few cases was possible identify the 
writer Sister, either from the nature 
the comments the explicit state- 
ment that the writer was There 
every reason believe that the views 
stated represented the honest opinion 
the writers. 


Opinions College Students 


Out about students who were pres- 
ent for the final movie and discussion, 
submitted statement their opinion 
the program. All the replies were favorable 
the program whole, although several 
had criticism make the way the 
program was carried out, and the 
ultimate use they teachers could make 
this training. possible that among 
those who did not reply there were some 
who did not react favorably. have 
way checking this. There was agree- 
ment that the program had made them 
more alert the attitudes and ideals which 
movies are apt create the viewer. 
one student, Sister, stated it, “We are 
more alert evils, false concepts, and the 
like which are pictures. Some movies 
had seen home now judge differently. 
never realized before that many movies 
are based attitudes and concepts op- 
posed our Catholic way thinking until 
the evaluation program started the 
Teachers College.” 
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the criticism offered, two said the 
discussion period was too much dominated 
the discussion leader. This point will 
taken later. Several others, Sisters, did 
not see how they could make much use 
this training later teachers, when they 
would not able see many movies. 
this point reference was made excel- 
lent paper read the 1938 convention 
the National Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion Ellamae Horan. Finally, one student 
stated her criticism follows: “If the pro- 
gram accomplish its aim, feel that 
the discussion should more definite 
type, wherein practical conclusions may 
reached which apply movies general 
and not the specific movies have seen. 
The specific movies may never part 
our concern again, whereas the conclusions 
regarding movies general could very 
helpful.” This student will course have 
learn that evaluating movies, 
solving problems discipline, each 
separate case. There are set rules which 
will apply all cases. 


The High School Level 

Four years ago the program was taken 
one our high schools Regina 
High School, interparochial high school 
for girls, conducted the Sisters the 
Most Precious Blood. The fact that the 
school just across the street from the 
Teachers College made easy co- 
ordinate the program and use the same 
During the first two years the 
pictures were shown all the students, 
later limited juniors and seniors, and 
this year again made available all stu- 
dents. Either procedure involves some diffi- 
culties. Some the pictures were little 
interest the younger students, yet when 
they were left out they felt were dis- 
criminating against them. 

After the first two years experience 
the students the senior class were asked 
express their opinions the value 
showing such movies. The replies were in- 
teresting for they showed that some the 
students had not yet grasped the idea why 
they were being shown. One student wrote: 
“Movies part the school curriculum 
definitely supply diversion from the 
routine classes, but that the desired 
end? far educational value con- 
cerned, convinced that there little 
—at least those movies shown here. 
shorts, either March Time, similar 
documentary films could shown, the 
students could benefit more.” 

Another student wrote: “No entertain- 
ment received me, through witnessing 


private academies joined the program the 
middle last year, but reports were received because 
the brief time they were it. 
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the feature films. Those shown are either 
many times before that interest impos- 
sible. convinced the present run 
shows here useless and boring. For the 
benefit all, change documentary 
films which record either the events 
today yesterday would tremendous 
improvement.” 

the end the past school year the 
seniors again were invited express their 
opinion the subject. They had now had 
the benefit four years experience, plus 
the fact that the discussion leaders the 
faculty had learned more about handling 
the subject. significant that not one 
the seniors this year expressed view- 
point similar the two quoted above. One 
student wrote: “Somehow don’t feel 
all the girls get the full significance these 
movies, believed freshman and 
sophomore years, that they were for purely 
entertainment purposes. Now after more 
training and knowing the right from the 
wrong, can see that they are not just for 
entertainment.” The replies the students 
brought out other interesting results this 
experience. some cases they found out 
that movie which was considered 
serious, could still interesting. one 
girl expresses it: “Another point show- 
ing movie school let the students 
know that movies that appear dry 
good because there are passionate love 
scenes them can prove just good 
not better. Behind the Iron Curtain was 
very good example. Many girls did not 
see (in the commerical houses) because 
they thought wouldn’t interest them, but 
when saw school everyone learned 
otherwise.” 

Another fact brought out was that some- 
times movie touched subject in- 
volving Catholic doctrine moral practice, 
and the showing the movie and the dis- 
cussion brought home Catholic teaching 
more effectively than mere instruction 
the classroom. good illustration was the 
final movie last year’s Brief 
Encounter. The story involves two people, 
each married another partner, who find 
their married lives rather commonplace and 
dull. They seem think they can find 
happiness they off and live together. 
Fortunately their plans are thwarted and 
they return their senses before too 
that comes many married people, some- 
time other their married life. Com- 
menting this movie one the girls 
wrote: “The movie saw the other day 
(Brief Encounter) was example what 
could happen almost any family. Some 
the girls thought was not the type 
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show seen high school girls. 
think is. After all, such things on, 
and are intelligent adults, some- 
day, certainly should know what 
going the world around us. Seeing this 
show school, where any questions 
might have can answered, far better, 
theater, where one could explain 
us.” 

Referring the same movie one the 
students the Teachers College said: 
movie such the last one had has even 
present, practical value. doubt 
religion teacher would succeed getting 
across high school students the same 
points about proximate dangers even 
two hours class.” 


Evaluation 

Our experience with the entertainment 
film has brought face face with some 
problems and difficulties. These will 
briefly described. 

The selection films. Our equipment 
was for 16mm. films, hence were limited 
films available this size. This naturally 
restricted our range choice. also meant 
had use older films. The showing 
older film the beginning carried with 
psychological handicap, least far 
high school students are concerned. 
one student put it, “The stars are either 
long forgotten never heard of, else 
too young recognized.” some cases 
the students had seen the movie before and 
approached with lack interest. This, 
however, not too serious obstacle. The 
discussion the story brings out aspects 
the film that the students had not 
noticed before. Students gradually realize 
that film does not necessarily lose its 
value after the first run showing, and some 
films years old can still enjoyable. 

have far aimed selecting films 
with Legion Decency rating, 
equivalent rating where the Legion De- 
cency has not evaluated the film. The 
latter true some the English made 
films. Since these films are unobjectionable 
for general patronage, obviously 
handicap carrying out the main object 
our program, namely detect false and 
un-Christian principles the film. Some 
the high school students have recognized 
this fact and have said that should use 
Class films. Actually have used few 
films, but when these are produced 
16mm. the objectionable -parts are some- 
times removed. 

The use films apt raise an- 
other problem. far the students them- 
selves are concerned, doubt many 
Class films could shown, with

objectionable parts are properly discussed 
class. But, regardless how often the 
explanation would made school 
why such films are shown, the word 
would soon get around that Class movies 
were being shown school. When the next 
time the pledge the Legion Decency 
taken church, one can sure that 
some students, probably the very ones who 
comprehended least the purpose the 
program would say: “Class movies are 
all right, see them 

full length film requires least 
two, and sometimes three, class periods, 
not counting the time devoted discussing 
later. Unless the high school teachers and 
administrators are already convinced 
the merits the program, they are un- 
willing give class time for this 
purpose. 

have tried present the problem 
high school teachers this way: Just how 
much difference the lives these boys 
and girls will the loss class history, 
English, mathematics, etc., once month 
mean their lives ten years from now? 
Probably none. But ten years from now 
many will seeing movies the theater, 
their experience high school they now 
see movies the light Christian prin- 
ciples; they have learned detect subtle 
propaganda and harmful principles; 
has given them appreciation the 
better things offered the movies, that 
they will not interested the less 
worthy type; then their high school train- 
ing will have given them something that 
will last for life. 

Another difficulty discovered was 
connection with the discussion period. 
The discussion the Teachers College was 
led, different times, two priests and 
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one Sister; the high school lay 
teacher and various Sisters. Occasionally 
one the priests from the Teachers 
lege would over the high school for 
the discussion period. 


Preparation Teachers 

None had any special training 
this field. far know there 
place where such training can 
There are study guides available for many 
movies, but their approach quite different 
from ours. They consider the movie from 
the point view drama, acting, the cor- 
relation with English, history, etc., the 
photography, and directing. There are 
books and courses available movie ap- 
preciation, but again from the same point 
view. They offer some help, but the 
last analysis they not approach the 
subject analyzing movies from the Chris- 
tian point view. 

result have had work out 
our program best could. times 
found reviews, especially Catholic peri- 
odicals, such America, and the Common- 
weal, helpful starting point. But, for 
the most part, had work out our own 
analysis and formulate 
gram, and try profit our own mis- 
takes. mentioned earlier one the 
students said the discussion was too much 
dominated the leader, without the stu- 
dents having sufficient opportunity ex- 
press their views. There may some truth 
the complaint. the other hand, the 
students themselves, especially 
school, are sometimes slow respond be- 
cause they yet don’t understand what 
the objective is. Thus, necessity, the 
leader may dominate the discussion. 

the Teachers College have tried 
vary the discussion procedure. One way 
divide the students into groups eight 
ten and have them discuss prior 
the general discussion. Another have 
the students hand the questions which 
they think should the basis for discus- 
sion. These are then used the discussion 
leader. 

Those connected with the program 
would the first recognize that still 
have much learn this field. One thing, 
however, has already been made clear. 
school that would attempt set such 
program, without first having reason- 
ably competent discussion leader, would 
most likely find unsatisfactory, and aban- 
don the experiment before had chance 
prove itself unless, our own 
those promoting were convinced the 
merits the program and determined 
give adequate chance prove its 
merits, while they themselves learned more 
about handling the subject. 
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make long list problems which 
have arisen over period years while 
teaching given subject. Sometimes the 
situation annoying because evident 
that either some technique invention 
would save lot wasted energy.

Tape Recorder the Parochial School

There special broadcast made 
eight-thirty this evening the local 
radio station. Father Kelter going dis- 
cuss the subject vandalism our parks. 
Every child should hear that broadcast. 
But what are the practical limitations? 
You know that some mothers will listen- 
ing their favorite serial that time. 
And fathers will tune for the evening 
baseball game. Some children will tired 
and others will have too much homework 
do. Isn’t there some way having that 
rebroadcasted the school given time 
special classes meeting the large 
music room? 

you happen teach foreign languages 
such French, German, Spanish, 
perhaps classical Latin, you know you have 
daydreamed about having recordings 
the classroom. Why you have repeat 
the same sentence five times each class? 
Over and over again? And wouldn’t 
wonderful you could have your lan- 
guage class different voices natives who 
speak that tongue? 


Dreams Realized 

You will observe that many these 
problems are connected with sounds one 
form another. For long time won- 
dered what would happen could bring 
tape recorder into the classroom. Would 
students? took nice big box and 
placed living room underneath 
typewriter desk. All 
dimes, and quarters went into that box. 
And from time time sold some articles 
and the bills joined the silver change. 
Eventually there was accumulated enough 
money purchase the tape recorder and 
several reels tape. 

first use that tape recorder was 
take off from radio several broad- 
casts which felt would fit into history 
lesson. And that raised very peculiar 
problem. Did have the legal right use 
such material classroom? con- 
tacted the radio stations and their at- 
torneys. first they all told 
ahead and use the material provided was 
only for the specific use teaching. asked 
for this writing. All but one gave 
written permission. Strange seems they 
all agreed that actually didn’t need per- 
mission because all that technically was 
doing was give rebroadcast. 
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For experimental purposes let some 
classes take notes and others had 
listen without taking notes. the end 
the broadcast the given radio program 
they were given sufficient time make 
notes. also found good idea have 
some time available that the students 
might ask questions about the broad- 
cast. Then the next day had discussion 
when was almost full period broadcast. 
the case the shorter broadcast, was 
possible have discussion the same 
period. 


How Listen 


Offhand this sounds simple but once 
was presented with educational situa- 
tion. Among so-called “progressive educa- 
tors” there feeling that the lecture 
method teaching out date. Hence 
found most students were not 
trained listen. But education has 
one its goals the ability meet life 
situations, then must train students 
listen. The salesman has listen cus- 
tomer talk for some time; the doctor must 
listen his patient; people visiting and 
talk and there must listening; 
plays and listen the radio and tele- 
vision. Yet many our schools 
frown upon this training. had train 
students listen. This fundamental 
any successful use the tape recorder. 
And course used written and oral 
tests find out the students did learn 
listening. And the results were definitely 
the affirmative. 


Home Recording 


After three months using the tape 
recorder group students came 
with idea. One their number had 
tape recorder home. Could they prepare 
script and put tape home? They 
worked for three weeks and put 
tape. They had chairman, secretary, 
and typist. was history lesson. When 
told wife about this she came with 
good suggestion: Suppose both pre- 
pared summary unit and gave 
the class? 

This was done and was highly successful. 
One students turn prepared 
summary and put tape. Soon dis- 
covered that the parents several 
students had tape and wire recorders 
home and were willing co-operate any 
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kind project which would help their chil- 
dren learn better the work assigned 
them. 


Teaching Languages 

had listened the army language 
records and they left very good impres- 
sion upon me. Could prepare similar 
material? put some twenty simple Spanish 
lessons tape. This can done any 
language class. Now here idea which 
teaching techniques: You can put unit 
language tape. Then leave blank. 
The students listen the language lesson. 
Who going repeat those phrases? 
John wants try can speak into the 
microphone and record his effort. Then the 
and his effort can replayed and 
the student can hear the comparison and 
decide whether not she had been 
able imitate the foreign language. The 
student’s recording can then erased. 


Accompany Pictures 

the past twenty years have made 
excellent progress the use visual ma- 
terials our schools.

OPERATION “SAVE IT” 


Suggestions for Prolonging the Life Slide Equipment 


THESE days, when there are many 
demands for each dollar, school budgets 
cannot provide for the extensive purchase 
new slide equipment. therefore vital that 
make special effort conserve our 
present slides and projectors. are well 
aware the fact that visual aids materials 
are often misused. However, most this 
misuse can easily avoided through better 
practices. The following suggestions should 
greatly extend the life this equipment and 
help reduce current expenditures. 

First, projectors and slides should cen- 
trally located. They must accessible and 
organized that teachers feel free secure 
them with minimum effort. They must 
well stored for protection against dirt, dust, 
and the undue handling which frequently 
the cause ineffective results projection.

Obtain File Case 


The best place keep slides file 
case. Because slide file provides such ade- 
quate protection, economy pur- 


chase one. There are the market today, 
wooden, metal, and heavy cardboard slide 
files that will hold from three hundred 
eighteen hundred cardboard redi-mount trans- 
parencies. Any these files, order 
functional, should provide place for identify- 
ing the slides filed within it. 


Clean With Care 


Regardless the care given slides which 
are filed, they will accumulate dust. This dust 
not always visible the eye, but when the 
same slides are projected the screen, this 
dust greatly magnified. Occasional cleaning 
slide collection with fine camel’s 
brush will remove most dust particles. not 
attempt use coarse cloth tissue clean 
slides. This process often removes the 
tective emulsion, and renders the slide useless. 
cardboard mounted slide requires attention 
because there are apparent marks caused 
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binders time when mounting 
transparencies between glass covers. 


Mount transparencies between two glass 
covers extend the useful life slides. 
First center the transparency the mask. 


Next, place the mask between two pieces 
clean glass with all the edges even. 


Set edge the slide the center the 

binding tape. Continue the tape around 

all the edges. Press the tape firmly 
against the sides the glass. 


oil from fingers coming contact with the 
transparency, breathe the slide and wipe 
the surface with cotton. There are times when 
chemically pure carbon tetrachloride used 
remove smudges caused oily fingers. Use 
this chemical sparingly, however, since care 
must exercised order that the lacquer 
coating protecting the transparency not 
removed. 


Mount Glass Covers 
Mounting transparencies between two glass 
covers will extend the life the slides. Many 
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cardboard-mounted slides are fire hazards when 
they are left the projector for more than 
two minutes. For preventing such fire hazards 
and securing longer life for your slides, 
worth while expend some time and energy 
binding transparencies with glass covers. 
Binding tape, frames, and glass covers can 
purchased most drugstores photographic 
supply centers. These kits contain specific 
directions for binding slides. mounting slides 
this method too time consuming and 
beyond average manipulative skill, purchase 
inexpensive semiautomatic slide binder for the 
school. there are plans develop large 
slide collection the school, these binders 
will save time and money over period 
time. 


Occasionlly remove the top the pro- 
jector and blow out the dust with syringe. 


Check the lamp the projector 
Replace with new lamp when 
becomes discolored. 


Keep extra projection lamp, lens tissue, 
and syringe the case. 


Some care must exercised binding 
slides within glass covers. Many times, more 
dirt, dust, and moisture are bound within the 
glass covers than are kept out. Select cool, 
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crisp day when attempting bind slides. 
Moisture and dust are likely 
problems hot, humid day. Careful binding 
will protect any transparency from dust, dirt, 
finger marks, and moisture. 


Clean the Projector 


The projector used present these 
delicate, well-built, optical 
which, like any other precision instfument, 
needs constant care, part replacement, oiling, 
and cleaning. Occasionally remove the top 
the projector and take out the glass elements 
and condensers for cleaning with lens tissue. 
Replace any lamp that has become discolored 
with new projection lamp. preventive 
measure, wise have extra lamp 
the projector case all times. Doing 
will insure continuous operation once the in- 
clean the lens the projector with camel’s 
hair brush, then wipe lightly over the lens 
with lens tissue. there’s time for 
thorough cleaning, use small inexpensive ear 
syringe blow dust out the inside the 
projector and off the lens elements. 

Teachers who are expected use equipment 
and materials teaching aids, have right 
expect their teaching aids excellent 
condition. Perhaps one the best procedures 
follow clean slides and projector just 
before each projection. Since manufacturers 
slide materials and projectors know 
equipment best, follow their directions. Thus 
may secured the best results and additional 
expenditures money prevented for the 
purchase replacements which are expensive 
and difficult secure.

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Academic Freedom 


The American Association Univer- 
sities merits the high reputation has be- 
cause such action its report 
academic freedom. Judging the news- 
paper summaries, the ten-page policy re- 
port very important and significant 
document. puts the case for academic 
freedom significantly, aptly, and dispas- 
sionately. raises the discussion above the 
level special pleaders, the inanity 
much the newspaper comment, and the 
even more puerile effervescence many 
the liberal commentators, and con- 
science-stricken cunning professors fac- 
ing their intellectual indiscretions, put 
most mildly. 

hasten give you the quoted state- 
ment about one the major issues that 
appears the newspapers and “on the air” 
practically every day. High school teachers 
may very well use the material for com- 
ment the news the day. The statement 
says: 

“Invocation [by professor] the 
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Fifth Amendment places upon professor 
heavy burden proof his fitness 
hold teaching position and lays upon his 
university obligation re-examine his 
qualifications for membership its society. 

“This because owes his colleagues 

complete candor and perfect integrity, 
precluding any kind clandestine con- 
spiratorial activities. owes equal candor 
the public. 

“Tt his duty citizen and pro- 
fessor speak out called upon 
answer for his convictions. Refusal 
so, whatever legal grounds, cannot fail 
reflect upon profession that claims for 
itself the fullest freedom speak, and the 
maximum protection that freedom avail- 
able our society.” 

There has been almost naive assump- 
tion university teachers appearing be- 
fore Congressional committees that their 
freedom implies responsibility. They 
were obtuse the degree not recognizing 
that freedom might used destroy free- 
dom was, fact, being used, not 
themselves least some their 
colleagues.

Free Textbooks

The Bensons: Writing Family

The question “Why have few fine 
American Catholic writers?” has been an- 
swered variously.

The family consisted father and 
mother, six children (Martin, Arthur, Nellie, 
Maggie, Fred, and Hugh), and Beth, the 
nurse, who had been with the Bensons from 
her fifteenth year and remained with them 
until her death the age 93. Benson 
says that his earliest recollection his father, 
Anglican clergyman, then headmaster 
Wellington College, was someone not 
all awe inspiring, sweeping academic 
cap and gown. His first view his mother 
from the nursery window filled him with ad- 
miration her skill and energy. With her foot 
croquet ball, she was sending that her 
opponent into flowerbed. Later and all 
the other children came realize that their 
mother gave her whole heart her children 
and her friends. says, “In her heart she 
had ‘best room’ for each.”

But positive way has also 
had much training classification. would 
soon quit studying motorcars, airplanes, 
stamps, etc., the moguls industry 
hobby insisted that classify his items 
single set one-word terms. isn’t that 
hasn’t intellect enough learn use eight 
has common sense know needs many 
times that number something. 

Mr. Myers tells us, 45: “The chief rea- 
son for this apparently hopeless disagreement 
(about the number and names the parts 
speech) and all the trouble has caused, 
basic confusion between classification 
form and classification function. course, 
both kinds classification are perfectly legi- 
timate, but does not help mix them.” This 
the nub the matter. mix here means 
confuse, use contradictorily, can agree 
with Mr. Myers vigorously. 


How About the 

The problem has history. The pressure 
upon our vocabulary increasing almost geo- 
metrically; speeches, conversations, writers, 
and writings multiply. All strive for newness, 
freshness, difference. Acceptable new words 
are born infrequently that the pressure con- 
stantly bends old words new uses. 
grammar, usage expanded, but terminology did 
not. quote Mr. Myers again, 83: “The 
general tendency use any word any 
way that convenient and makes sense, 
without regard its formal classification.”

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say there are nine basic parts speech, and 
that each may used for any other, then 
81. Voila! course, all these 
have not come pass. don’t expect all 
them, but one could easily jot down sensible

have seen some attempts the past 
combine the static classifications with the 
namic meanings functions. 
tive, adverbial noun, verbal noun, 
adjective, adverbial objective, 
noun, are some them. The greatest trouble 
with ‘these that the classification 
not uniform, and is, fact, very often con- 
tradictory. almost Mr. English 
Grammar had yoked two oxen his plow, 
and the whole mess had gone round and round 
circle for years, getting nowheie, with 
nobody discovering that the two beasts 
were yoked facing opposite directions!

Louie’s Logic

The 
part that seemed the most fun was 
trying always approach and leave the 
neighbor’s house without being discovered. 

Even after grew and left our old 
home and went live city miles away,

baskets along me. Baskets and deliveries 
may have been fewer then but they were made 
with the same old joyfulness. One spring after 
having made number acquaintances 
the convent decided please certain Sis- 
ter taking her May basket.

Especially interesting these resolutions 
wonderfully manifest John Tracy Ellis’ Life 
John Cardinal Gibbons the national and 
American note. This note has been the sub- 
ject some controversy various parts 
the country and the Resolution may indicate 
change attitude. The more experienced and 
more complete fulfillment its name the 
National Catholic Educational Association 
thus defined: “Education, the communication 
knowledge which Catholic, embracing 
all truth, which national, ministering the 
entire nation, thus realizing the best services 
country and God.” The tribute our country 
finely done: 

“Whereas, The United States, our Country, 
its very genius freedom for education 
and education for freedom, has made home 
for the Catholic school, the Catholic college, 
thus fostering through the expansion 
Catholic educational system most vital 
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moral and spiritual factor our national life, 
therefore, 

Resolved that the Association again pledge 
its allegiance this Country that ours 
bonds love and life, death and loyalties 
more difficult than death. And the melting-pot 
conception not overlooked. The contribu- 
tion all cultures America even the 
spirit Crevecoeur’s ‘What American?’ 

Whereas, This Association, while national 
name, counts children many lands, many 
races among its teachers and students, incor- 
porates the riches their spiritual and in- 
tellectual origins its total strength; there- 
fore, 

Resolved that the tribute admiration for 
and acceptance the finest philosophical and 
artistic achievements western and oriental 
culture extended the Association 
these homelands many our great 
teaching bodies, religious orders, and institu- 
tions.” 

And finally this connection, welcoming 
the approving message President Eisenhower 
and the encouragement and understanding 
our political leaders, 

“Resolved that the Association extend 
these our president, our legislators, our states- 
men, message gratitude that will best 
prove itself the quality our American- 
ism.” 


HISTORICAL SIDELIGHTS 

Archbishop Joseph Ritter, the President 
General the Association, the sermon 
the pontifical Mass opening the convention 
struck the historical note: 

“Fifty years ago there were eighty-five 
dioceses our country. Only seven diocesan 
superintendents attended the first meeting 
called Monsignor Conaty and Father 
Howard. Yet, from this humble beginning, our 
Association, today made superin- 
tendents from practically all the 124 
dioceses the country well the edu- 
cators and representatives hundreds 
teaching orders men and women, priests, 
and lay teachers. 

“Today are providing Catholic educa- 
tion for nearly four million Catholic young 
people approximately 13,000 schools taught 
113,000 Catholic teachers, the vast ma- 
jority whom are priests and religious. Yet 
despite the magnitude our undertaking, 
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only slightly more than half our Catholic 
children can found Catholic schools. 
There work yet done.”

Special panels were held and well attended 
the Christian college, vocations, and television.

Private One can readily understand 
what the great body headline readers got out 
those headings. The expenditure $250,- 
000,000 annually for research projects the 
Federal government higher institutions 
learning seemed initiate the attack. Many 
problems higher education particularly 
wartime are involved, and the subject 
studied competently and continuously 
its principles and its detailed ramifications; 
but such studies have not been the usual 
procedure the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association. 

From intellectual standpoint one the 
most significant sessions the Association 
was the discussion the College and Uni- 
versity Department the problem In- 
tegration Forces the Catholic College. Fa- 
ther Thomas Donlan, O.P., spoke for 
Theology, and Father Robert Henle, 
discussed Philosophy. Father Donlan gave 
pretty much the conventional Thomistic dis- 
cussion, but Father Henle opened the 
whole problem and indicated that the ultimate 
end was not all there was the discussion, 
but the school, college, and university have 
some specific end time and place, namely 
what kind man want “make.” 
These were papers that should have been de- 
livered long advance the meeting and 
discussed smaller group. Neither paper 
was available the time the meeting 
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the NCEA office, and there little point here 
following the discussion without exact 
reference the text. Even under the condi- 
tions, interesting problems might have been 
raised the cohorts both sides which were 
there battle array well others. But 
unfortunately happens too often such 
situation there was discussion. 

Somewhat relevant the same discussion 
was the thoughtful paper Dr. Anton 
Pegis “Catholic Education and American 
Society” delivered the last session the 
convention. The connection with the preceding 
discussion found this paragraph: 

“Let begin considering the criticisms 
that are directed from many sources. 
Catholic education has been called antiquated 
and authoritarian, divisive and un-American; 
has been called anti-human because lives 
the supernatural, and anti-scientific because 
intellectual. Now the problem not the 
merit truth these charges. For the most 
part, our critics not understand what they 
are talking about when they discuss Catholic 
education. many instances, they are mo- 
tivated their own completely secularist 
beliefs. Many our contemporaries are 
simply unable see how they can remain 
fully human and even fully scientific without 
living paradise earth. Now the point 
wish make that, the presence our 
non-Catholic critics, indeed, the presence 
their very misunderstanding, have been 
guilty omission. Perhaps because the 
answer was clear us, have failed show 
the human goals Catholic education within 
its supernatural goals, and the temporal end 
within the eternal end. Our critics therefore 
have been misled into thinking Catholicism 
supernaturalism without nature and 
other-worldly faith without reason and sci- 
ence. short, many our contemporaries 
think that, because the Christian man 
pilgrim eternity and has here lasting 
dwelling, therefore has here human home 
all. the very least, this situation con- 
fronts with opportunity reflect the 
temporal mission Catholic education.” 

And without following Dr. Pegis’ argument 
detail let state two his conclusions, 
one relating the mission the Catholic 
teacher, and the other his concluding paragraph 
the dearest wish Catholic teachers. First 
the mission: 

“This, submit our mission, educate 
men and women the building civiliza- 
tion earth the vehicle their dedication 
heaven. Our work the world, man 
and cultivation human person; the 
humanization the earth through the educa- 
tion man according all the spiritual 
height his humanity; the formation 
Christian men and women who have the knowl- 
edge and the zeal, mean the scientific train- 
ing and the Christian vocation, build

society that full the true spirit man 
and that open the reign Christ.” 

And now the “dearest wish” Cath- 
olic teachers: 

“For what our dearest wish Catholic 
teachers? help put spiritual face 
upon American society spiritual that 
will promote the dignity the human person;

freedom, his communion with other men, his 
sense eternity and his openness God. 
For this man, without God reed, without 
reason poor animal, but with God rising 
flame truth and liberty upon the earth. 
This vision man must constantly renew 
ourselves, and must teach our 
children. This vision must also try teach, 
with friendship and charity, our fellow 
citizens. shall then wholly faithful 
our Catholic teachers America.” 


HONESTY AND COURAGE 
FACING THE FUTURE 

This report might brought most fittingly 
close with the call for honesty and courage 
facing the challenges our time facing 
Catholic education. There much criticism 
all levels education, public and private. 
has not been met frankly, nor with informa- 
tion; nor has béen met with honesty and 
courage. Even simple questions raising issues 
incisively and penetratingly have been met 
with namecalling and emotional outburst. The 
reaction the National Catholic Educational 
Association would face the issue different 
manner expressed its concluding resolu- 
tion: 

“Whereas, the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association finds itself confronted 
these challenges our time: 

“The fight against Godlessness and secular- 
ism, the fight keep the control education 


_in the hands parents and the Church, 
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the challenge produce more religious teach- 
ers expanding educational scene, the 
challenge find leading place for the laity 
our growing educational pattern, the chal- 
lenge for national and regional planning 
make the best use our resources and 
avoid unnecessary and selfish duplication; 
therefore, 

“Resolved, That the Association face these 
challenges with honesty and courage, meet 
them and treat them constructively, co-operate 
their solutions with generosity prac- 
tice rather than theory, depending utterly 
for grace and strength and light from God, 
for the graces need co-operate with His 
Divine Providence, that may find 
impediment, but that through His will may 
done education, His will that our 
peace.”

His Excellency Most Rev. Stanislaus 
Bona, Bishop Green Bay, blessed 
outstanding parish school building Ap- 
pleton, Wis. St. Joseph’s Parish, near the 
business section the city, founded 
1868, had outgrown its school accommoda- 
tions years ago. the year 1947 one fourth 
all the children born Appleton were 
baptized St. Joseph’s Church. 


Advantages and Difficulties 

The site available for the new 18-class- 
room building slopes abruptly from the 
street into deep ravine which had been 
partially filled. The building, including the 
main classroom wing and the gymnasium 
wing, extends for 288 feet (nearly block) 
along this street. The public entrance 
the gymnasium from this street the 
north side the building, between the 
two wings. 
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Here the classroom section presents 
view ordinary two-story building 
with the gymnasium section little higher. 
the rear, however, the building 
equivalent height about seven stories. 
The playroom, feet high, the 
basement level, has access daylight and 
above this the cafeteria and then the 
two-story gymnasium. The 
frame the building over the ravine rests 
reinforced concrete pillars driven 
feet through filling soil. 


The Lower Levels 

The subbasement contains the heating 
plant and the playroom which feet 
high and daylighted. the basement 
level, the gymnasium wing contains large, 
sunny cafeteria, kitchen, and shower and 
locker rooms. 

The basement level the classroom 
wing, which the ground floor the south 
this part the building, has two school- 
one them for manual arts and 
the other large room for activities 
either the school the parish. the 
audio-visual room, also. Here are two CYO 
rooms, well, with refreshment bar, 
committee room, and storage spaces. 


First Floor 

The first floor called because its 
entrances are the street level. the 
east end the gymnasium, including 
dressing room, office, and lobby, with en- 
trance the north. The west section has, 
this floor, eight classrooms, large library 
room, students’ toilet rooms, Sisters’ 
office, lobby, and the main school entrance 
from the street the west side the 
building. 


Second Floor 
The second floor includes the upper part 
gymnasium and stage, classrooms, 
smaller room for classes typing, toilet 
rooms, and clinic facilities. 


Construction and Finishes 

The building, contemporary archi- 
tecture, constructed reinforced con- 
crete with steel frame and faced with brick 
and cut stone. 

Corridors and stairways are finished with 
marine deck tile flooring, glazed tile wains- 
cot, and acoustic plaster ceiling. Class- 
rooms have the deck tile floors, plastic wall 
covering, and acoustic plaster ceiling. 

The gymnasium floor hard maple: 
the walls and ceiling are unfinished. Toilet 
rooms have terrazzo floors and glazed tile 
wainscot. 


Service Equipment 
The school and the nearby convent are 
heated steam from coal-fired boilers, 
stoker fed. Temperature throughout the 
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Entrance gymnasium. Gym 
the left this entrance; class- 
rooms are right and above. 


buildings controlled about thermo- 
stats, including one each classroom. 
Water from the condensed steam fed 
back into the boilers; hence, little fresh 
water needed and minimum amount 
lime deposited the heating tubes. The 
boilers also supply steam heat the sup- 
ply hot water for lavatories and showers. 

Classrooms are heated convectors and 
unit ventilators. Fresh-air intakes and ex- 
hausts insure continuous circulation air 
throughout the building. 

The electric wiring the school was ex- 
tended include service for the church, 
the monastery, and the convent. The power 
company supplies electricity 4160 volts
